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Trial By Jury 


It is reassuring to hear, throughout 
Canada, the most authoritive judicial 
voices raised in defence of the jury system 
which was rather wantonly attacked, last 
week, by Dr. Rosario Fontaine, a medico- 
legal expert in Quebec. 

Dr. Fontaine alleged that trial by jury 
is unsatisfactory and out-of-date because 
the average juryman. is unwilling to serve 
and because the average man or woman 
empanelled for this service is incapable 
of understanding the niceties of law or the 
subtleties of evidence. 

In the first place, Dr. Fontaine is mis- 
taken in his facts. 

Citizens may complain about the oner- 
ous nature of jury service, But few of them 
fail to be flattered by their selection and 
few of them fail to be impressed with the 
solemn nature of their duty. 

It is customary to make a joke about 
jury duty just as it is customary to make 
jokes about mothers-in-law. But there is 
no serious attempt to evade jury duty by 
responsible citizens any more. than 
responsible citizens would dream of rising 
en masse against mothers-in-law. 

Dr. Fontaine is mistaken in his facts, 
too, when he assumes that jurymen have 
to be concerned with the niceties of law 
and the subtleties of evidence. 

Juries have nothing to do with the 
law. That is the business of the judge. 

Indeed judges usually have difficulties 
with juries which are composed of indi- 
viduals who fancy themselves as amateur 
lawyers, 


Farmers’ Branch of 


Innisfail’s proposal to have a farmers’ 
branch of its board of trade could have 
far-reaching effects. 

No matter how the idea is viewed, it 
jis all to the good. 

In brief, the Innisfail idea is that, the 
farmers be organized by the town’s board 
of trade into a separate group. They would 
hold their own meetings to discuss their 
own problems and then bring them before 
meetings of the two groups. 

It looks like a sensible way for town 
and country to take a mutual interest in 
their problems, which, in the long run, are 
mutual, toc

In the. story of the Crucifixion and 
Resurrection of Jesus Christ there has 
been constant emphasis on the manner 
in which the Savior of the world had over- 
come the world. 

Near the conclusion of His talk to His 
disciples at the end of the Last Supper, 
He had said to them: 

“In the world ye shall have tribulation; 
but be of good cheer; I have overcome the 
world.” 

And St. John, in his first epistle, comes 
back to the thought again when he writes: 

“Whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world; and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the world, but 
he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God?” 

Christ overcame the world in the fact 
of His Resurrection, when he came back 
from the dead, in defiance of al! hitherto- 
known natura! law, to reveal His divine 
origin 

3ut He overcame the world, in a 


mucn 


more vital sense, when He went obediently 
to death on the Cros 

It should be remembered that, at thi: 
moment, aii the lorces ol the earth were

yed against Him 


So far as the subtleties of evidence 
are concerned, it is these very subtleties 
that the jury is expected to avoid. 

Both the lawyer and the judge, 
through long professional experience, may 
acquire an entirely too subtle view of 
evidence and may tend to read into testi- 
mony touches of subtlety that do not 
exist at all. 

Too much judicial or legal experience 
may tend to make the most sincere judge 
or barrister enquire, with Pilate, “What is 
truth?” and run off-into a philosophical 
analysis of it instead of endeavoring to 
apply the simpler touchstone of instinct 
to its detection., 

For it is the instinct of the average 
man for truth that makes the jury system 
invaluable. 

What was set up originally as a safe- 
guard against oppression by the upper 
classes and which guaranteed every 
accused a fair¢trial by his peers as a 
measure of social equity, has become a 
profound psychological] asset in the meting 
out of justice. 

The average man’s right instinct for 
the right thing is the only factor that 
makes democracy operable. 

That same instinct, untrammeled by 
legal rules and restrictions, is one of the 
highest instruments of justice because it 
is single-minded, simple and direct 

The jury system is the whole force of 
public opinion in action. And public opinion 
errs less frequently than any other social 
force. 


Board of Trade 


There are many ways, for instance, in 


which a farmer could tell a businessman | 


how to run his business and get away with 
it. 

There is the matter of hours of busi- 
ness—when the farmer can do _ his 
shopping varies with the seasons — and 
commodities stocked. The farmer knows 
what he wants, and he goes to the towns 
that can provide it. That's one reason 
some towns are busier than others. 

It is rather unlikely the merchant 
could tell the farmer much about running 
a farm. But just to show a friendly 
interest will work to the advantage of 
business and professional men generally.

To overcome the world is to overcome 
sin. And the way of that victory is through 
faith in and obedience to Christ

I have been told that Calgary 
fans treat the Flyers the same 
way when Flyers play outside 
teams at Calgary, but must we 


be so childish as to hold a 
grudge? Why not show them that 
we can really be good sports? 


It would be much better to be 
known as a city of good sports 
than otherwise, which, as a matter 
of fact, is the present situation 

I also do not know why Kam- 
loops was called the “Home” 
team on the scoreboard. There is 
probably some technical answer 
to this one.

Back to the Subject 
Of Bills of Rights 


Quite a number of people seem 
to be shocked at the idea express- 
ed in this column that a Bill of 
Rights would be less than use- 
less since it could be repealed as 
often as a government wished to 
avoid it, 

Since this subject is of the 
utmost importance to many Cana- 
dians and since we may hear 
much more about this matter in 
the future, it may be interesting 
to examinie the situation still 
further, 

Each person who disagrees 
with my statement points out 
that in the United States it is 
possible to attack | legislation 
which fails to comply with the 
American constitutional rights 
and have it set aside, In the 
United States that is true, Cana- 
da has no such provision. 

The point which causes the 
confusion is that there is a vast 
difference between ordinary leg- 
islation and a nation’s constitu- 
tion. The Canadian constitution 
is not contained in anything pass- 
ed by either the Dominion or the 
provinces, It is contained, such 
as it is, in the BNA Act. In the 
Same way the American constitu- 
tion is quite seperate from any- 
thing passed by either the states 
or the American Congress. 


An Example 
In Canada 


To illlustrate this point let us 
Suppose we want to guarantee 
religious freedom in Canada. 
The provincial government could 
pass such an act and it would be 
perfectly legal and binding so 
long as the provincial govern- 
ment wanted to leave it on the 
Statute books. But the provin- 
cial legislature could legally re- 
scind that act any time it wished. 
The province has that power and 
nothing can prevent a provincial 
legislature from repealing any 
legislation Thus a_ provincial 
act is only as good as the poli- 
cles of the party in power. If the 
government changed a new gov- 
ernment could wipe out any 
guarantee that had been provid- 
ed in any former provincial act 
Thus if it was decided not to 
permit religious freedom, it 
would only be necesary to am- 
end or wipe out the act, and 
with that done it would do no 
good to go to the courts because 
the courts can only apply the 
law as it stands. The courts do 
not make the laws, 

The dominion government 
stands in the same position, Any 
federal law can be repealed just 
as easily as it can be passed. 
There is another aspect, namely, 
that there might even be some 
question as to whether or not 
the federal government could 
pass an act guaranteeing religi- 
ous freedom. This arises from

U.S. Compared 
With Canada 


However, if the Canadian con- 
stitution, ie. the BNA Act, was 
amended to provide that religi- 
ous freedom was to be guaran- 
teed to all groups and that, by 
inference, any provincial or fed- 
eral legislatiou which ignored that 
principle would be unconstitu- 
tional, then we would have some- 
thing. A constitution must be 
above all national governments 
in order to guarantee anything; 
because it is only on that basis 


that any government can be 
that any government can be 
curbed, 

Some will argue that in the 


United States the constitution is 
changed by the government, and 
yet it affords protection, Those 
people overlook the fact that the 
American constitution cannot be 
changed by any American gov- 
ernment. It can only be changed 
by the concerted acts of the 
voters and the state and federal 
governments 

Canada has a BNA Act, but 
Canada has not yet-achieved any 
procedure for amending it. At 
the moment, the only way by 
which Canadians could have the 
constitution altered to provide 
specific guarantees of freedom 
for religion, or anything else, 
would be by having the British 
Parliament amend the BNA 
Act 

Steps are being taken to de- 
vise some method by which Ca- 
nadians can control their own 
constitution, Until the provinces 
and the Dominion can agree upon 
a method, it is going to be Impos- 
sible to make any change, except 
the minor rights acquired by the 
Dominion. If Canada can once 
establish a method by which our 
constitution can be changed, it 
will then be possible to provide 
a constitutional amendment guar- 
anteeing whatever freedoms we 
wish to guarantee and in that 
event neither the provinces nor 
the Dominion could pass legisia- 
tion that affected those rights. 

If that can .be brought about, 
a constitutional Bill of Rights 
will be effective. But untll that 
ean be brought about, It is sheer 
waste of time to talk about elther 
Federal or provincial Bills of 
Rights. Neither could bind either 
government for a single day 
longer than the members desired. 
Thus until we can change the 
constitution, our best defence of 
freedom is public alertness and 
the good judgment of our mem- 
bers,

“The words of a tale-bearer are as wounds,” says 
the Book of Proverbs. The evil-tongued were included by 
St. Paul in the categories of persons who will never pos- 
sess the Kingdom of God.

It is certainly the sliest and 
therefore the most dangerous. 

Not lony ago a New York housewife jumped to her 
death from the roof of the apartment house where she 
lived. Her death wag listed as suicide while temporarily 
insane, Actuslly she was murdered. Her murderers were 
neighborhood gossips who had goaded her to desperation 
by spreading stories—all baseless—reflecting upon her 
character and honor. 

Cases of persons whose minds have become unhinged 
because of malicious gossip are by no means rare. Some 
people cannot help brooding over stories that eventually 
reach their own ears. What most baffles and discourages 
them is the seeming impossibility of tracing gossip to its 
source and thus perhaps making an end to it. 

Gossip can be harmless enough when it is held within 
safe bounds. But there is potentially diabolical potency to 
the gossip of those who take a vicious pleasure in relaying 


scandals, real or imaginary, concerning others, Making 
the lives of neighbors or strangers a perpetual subject of 
barbed and acid comment is in the nature of infernal 
malice

Remember Keats, Gagne and Friends? 


It started back in 1924, when an aphple-cheeked 
youngster of 17 used to back away from his high school 
classes in order to attend practices of the hockey team 
for which he played. : 

That team was the Edmonton Eskimos of the pro- 
fessional Western Canada league. The still-wet-behind- 
the-ears youngster was Leroy Goldsworthy. 

Yesterday Goldsworthy, still going strong in 
professional hockey’s ranks, returned home after a 
season of coaching Buffalo Bisons of the American 
league. 

Goalkeepers have dug a lot of pucks out of nets in 
the quarter of a century that has gone over the hill since 
‘Goldy’ pridefully wore that Edmonton Eskimo sweater. 

He had his good years and bad during a major league 
career that saw him employed at one time or other, by 
every NHL team, except Toronto. In 1933-34 he played 
his part for Chicago as the Hawks swept through to a 
Stanley cup triumph, 

They knew him at Cleveland and Buffalo, and before 
that in London, Ont., as the old Tecumsehs flourished. 

The lilt finally went out of his legs for keeps. So 
that while coaching Dallas Texans of the U.S. league 
four or five seasons back, he hung the skates up for 
the last time after wheezing through a few games. 


Had a Big Year 


This last was one of his best seasons, possibly his 
very best since he chucked the charley-horses and cracked 
ribs of the playing end for the ulcers and heartaches that 
frequently go with coaching: 

The Bisons, despite the presence of four rookies in 
their opening night line-up, were eastern division winners 
when the work was all done in the spring. 

Sure, they bowed to Cleveland, western division 
champs, four games to one, in the playoff between the 
division winners. But maybe that just proved how 
cagey those Bisons were. 

Cleveland proceeded against the hot Indianapolis 
Capitals and were rubbed out, four straight in the Calder 
@ cup final 

Not only did ‘Goldy’ steer the Bisons to a division 
crown but as well he had the satisfaction of nursing along 
the AHL’s rvokie-of-the-year in Paul Meger. 

Meger, a 21-year-old winger who “goes both ways”, 
js much sought after by National league teams. His 
eventual sale is expected to fatten Buffalo coffers by as 
much as $35,000. . 

“He's a honey,” ‘Goldy’ says of Meger. “He can't 
miss, positively!” 

Doug Lewis, onetime EAC junior, was another 
Bison hand. Getting up to 30 years of age by this 
time, the string is running out for Lewis. 

Nevertheless he was a useful performer this past 
season, probably has one or two more good ones left 


Saga of the ‘Snow’ Country 


The Goldsworthys (Mrs. Goldsworthy and two of the 
three offspring were along) had a rough car trip home. 
They ran into terrific snow storms in Minnesota, North 
Dakota and Manitoba. 

In places the drifts dwarfed the Goldsworthy gasoline 
buggy. Naturally all were “mighty glad to be home” 
finally. 

‘Goldy’ had things to say—complimentary, for the 
most part—about a number of former Edmonton juniors 
now earning their summer spending money in the AHL.
